Bailey was at home in Hempstead when 
the shooting occurred. He was summoned 
by telephone and removed the body of his 
wife to the home of her mother, Mrs. Jennie 
Duryea, who lives near him. Mrs. Duryea, 
an aged woman, was overcome by the news. 
The two children of Mrs. Balley were not told 
of the death of their mother. 

Dr. Carman is about 45 years old and has a 
wife and daughter.

WOMEN CLASH 
WITH WILSON 
ON SUFFRAGE 


Told Issue Should Be 


Decided by States 
and Not Nation. 


STIRRED BY QUESTIONS 


President Angry When Attempt 
ls Made to Force His 
Answers. 


BY ARTHUR SEAR$ HENVING. 
Washington, D. C., June 30.—[Special.— 


President Wilson today refused to aid the 
movement for a constitutional amendment 
enfranchising women. He couched his re- 
tusal in terms that sent 446 suffrage leaders 


‘from the White House with mingled emo- 


tions of surprise and disappointment. 

The deputation which presented the reso- 
tutions of the Chicago biennial of the general 
federation of woman's clubs appealed to the 
president to support their demand for a con- 
stitutional amendment. Mr. Wilson declined 
on the ground that suffrage is a matter for 
the states, not the federal government, to 
regulate. 

Then the leaders of the delegation sought 
to convert the president to their views by 
argument. Mr. Wilson-replied that he did not 
“think it is quite proper to submit myself 
to cross examination.’ The women say he 
was cornered by the questions propounded, 
thet he became embarrassed because of m- 
ability to answer the “ posers” and finally 
lost his temper. 

Will Continue Their Effort. 

In spite of the disappointment which per- 
vades the suffrage camp tonight, the cham- 
pions of votes for women say they are not 
discouraged and that they will continue to 
send deputations to the White House to 
plead their cause. | 

The deputation had marthed to the W.ijte 
House from the preliminary massmeeting at 
the public library, Where an address of wei- 
come had been made by Mrs. Harvey W. 
Wiley, who sent out the call which brought 
the club women to Washington. 

The procession, preceded by a band and 
four banner bearcrs carrying the amendment 
banner, arrived at the White House and 
passed through the arcade up the stairs and 
into the east room. The women entered in 
single file and were massed about the state 
apartment, filling it from end to end and 
leaving a hollow square tn which Mrs, Bilis 
Logan and Mrs. Wiley of the District of Co- 
lumbia federation of women's clubs and Mrs. 
Rheta Childe Dorr of the congressional union 
for woman suffrage awaited the president > 
arrival. 

Preceded by his aide, Major Harts, the 
president entered and bowed to Mrs. Wiley, 
who stepped forward to meet him. 

Reply Made by President. 

When the leaders of the delegation had de- 
livered their addresses, the president replied: 

“No one could fail to be impressed by this 
group of women, and I want to assure you 
that it is to me most impressive. I have 
stated once before the position which, as a 
leader of a party, I feel obliged to take, ana 
I am sure that you will not wish me to state 
t again. Perhaps it would be more service- 
able if I ventured upon the confident con- 
jecture that the baltimore convention did not 
embody this important measure in the plat- 
form which it adopted because of its con- 
viction that the principles of the constitu- 
tion which allot the questions to the state 
were well considered principles from which 
they did not wish to depart. 

“You have asked me to state my personal 
donvietions. It is my conviction that this ig 
a matter for settlement by: the states and 
not by the federal government. That being 
my personal conviction and it being obvious 
that there is no ground for discouragement 
on the progress you are making, and my 
passion being for local self-government, I 
acn only say that since you turn away from 
me as a leader of a party and ask me my 
position as & man I am obliged to state it 
frankly. .

NEW ST. LOUIS CHARTER WINS: 
GOES IN EFFECT IN SIXTY DAYS. 


Two House Municipal Assembly to Be 
Abolished in Favor of Single Cham- 
ber. * 


St. Louis, Mo., June 30.—The voters of St. 
Louis adopted a new city charter today 
which within sixty days will begin the inau- 
guration of radical reforms in the municipal 
administration. The total vote, as given out | 
by the board of election commissioners, was 
46,839 for and 44,158 against the charter. 

Three years ago a similar proposition wes 
defeated by about 30,000 votes. There was 
much bitter opposition to the new charter 
on the part of a few real estate dealers and 
many labor leaders. No disturbances, how- 
ever, occurred during the day. 

The charter centralizes power in the hands 
of the mayor, substitutes for the present 
municipal assembly of two houses—one elect- 
ed by wards and one elected at large—a 
single legislative chamber of twenty-eight | 
members, and provides for the initiative, the 
referendum, and the recall. 


FIGHTING THE BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


NEW .ORLEANS—With the enfotcement of a 
rigid quarantine of the infected district and the 
failure of new cases to develop, health authorities 
considered the bubonic plague situation here well 
in hand and predicted there would be little diffi- 
culty in stamping out the contagion. 

W ASHINGTON—Dr. Rupert Blue, surgeon gen- 
eral of the public health service, left tonight for 
New Orleans, where he will codperate with state 
and municipal authorities in the campaign 
against bubonic plague. 

ST. LOUIS—AH river towns and cities in Missouri 
were ordered by the Missouri board of health 
to prepare for a campaign of rat extermination 
to prevent a possible spread of bubonic plague. 

GALVESTON—Ten cents each for live rats was 
offered by the health authorities here? The rats 
will be examined for traces of bubonic infection. 
City, state, and federal health authorities and 
business interests combined forces today for a 
sanitary campaign. 

PENSACOLA—Because of the presence of bubonic 
plague at New Orleans the city of Pensacola 
offered a bounty of 5 cents on each dead rat de- 
livered to the state laboratory.

Ten more banks—four in the loop district 
and six in outlying districts—are said to have 
been found involved in the so-called split 
mterest conspiracy by State’s Attorney 
Maclay Hoyne. By means of this coterie 
certain persons in the city hall are declared 
to have protited $20,000 on municipal deposits. 
The names of the new institutions implicated 
as @ result of the investigation being made 
into the affairs of the La Salle Strees Trust 
and Savings bank are being withheld. 

It is said these banks had city accounts 
far in excess of the amount permitted by law 
and protected by sureties. 


Double Deposits Found. 

“Double depositing’ is described as the 
means by which it was possible to evade the 
legal limitations proscribed. That is to say, 
corporate funds to the limit of the law were 
placed with the favored institutions, and asa 
further favor, money from school or other 
funds,.as distinguished from corporate ac- 
counts, were added in almost equal sums. 

It is not impossible the ramifications of this 
system may be found to extend much further, 
it is said. The amounts and the institutions 
in which municipal funds are deposited are 
a matter of public record and itis merely a 
question of time until all public moneys will 
be accounted for and checked up for over- 
deposits.

Figures made public by the collector show 
the revenues of the local office for the year 
increased almost $500,000.

STATE GOES DRY 


Prohibition N ow Rules in 
West Virginia; Many 
Orgies on Last Day. 


DRINKERS HAVE HOLIDAY 


Many Men Lay Off Work to Cele- 
brate; Extra Policemen 
Everywhere.

Wheeling, W. Va., June 30.— [Special. 
The reign of old Bacchus over West Virginia 
ended at midnight when the Yost prohibition 
amendment became effective and every place 
where intoxicants were sold was rid of its 
stock. Hundreds of drinkers made the last 
two days holidays. They laid off work in 
order to celebrate the last wet days and 
take advantage of cut rates on liquor. 

Four lives went out with the liquor traffic. 
Henry Carlton and Miriam Prince of Nauga- 
tuck were killed in a saloon brawl. Aaron 
Meredith and Tom Doran of Rose Siding 
set fire to their cabin while drunk and 
perished in the flames. 


Extra Policemen Sworn In. 

In all cities and towns extra policemen 
were sworn in to help handle the drinkers. 
Almost every hour during the day some sa- 
loon closed its doors for the last time, 

Tonight during the waning hours there 
were big bargains. Many saloonkeepers ar- 
ranged at the eleventh hour to hustle the 
remaining stock across the river. 

The direct results of prohibition in West 
Virginia follow: 

It will put out of business more than 

500 saloons. 

It will close up twelve, breweries and 
one distillery. | ; 

It will take out of the liquor business 
in round numbers $10,000,000, | 

It will divert to other channels of trade 
a sum estimated at $9,000,000 annually. 


Provisions of the Law. 

The law provides: For the sale of spir- 
ituous liquors only for medicinal, mechan- 
ical, and sacramental purposes. The legal 
provisions governing such sales are most 
exacting and the penalties severe. 

It makes repeated illegal selling feloni- 
ous, with confinement in the penitentiary 
as the penalty. 

It extends its provisions not only to the 
individual but to the club where intoxi- 
cants are served in any manner. 

It does not prohibit the keeping of liquor 
in homes.“ 


CHICAGO FIRE VETERAN DIES. 


John McClellis, Who Saw Service in 
Conflagration of 1871, Succumbs 
to Gas Poisoning. 


John McClellis, one of the thirty-seven 
surviving members of the Chicago Fire Vet- 
erans, the organization of those who saw 
service in the great fire of 1871, died on Mon- 
day hight from gas poisoning, 

He was found unconscious in his room at 
the Western hotel, 544 South State street. 
A gas jet was open above the bed. It is be- 
lieved he was stricken by apoplexy when he 
reached to turn the gas out. A coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of accidental death. 
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MRS; FANNY MARX, a. pioneer Chi- 
, died yesterday after an iliness of 
more than a year. She was born in 
Biblis, Germany, ¢ighty-eight years ago. 
She has been in Chicago sixty-five years.’

Race Hatred Fanned Into Flam 
by Death of Archduke and 
His Wife. H

VIENNA, June 30.—Two hundred persons 
were killed at Mostar, the capital of Hierze- 
govina, today in fierce riots between Moham- 
wedan Croats and Serbs, which grew out of 
the assassination of the Archduke Fer unand 
end his wife, the Duchess of n. at 
Sarayevo on Sunday. 

The riots were followed by fires, rar by 
the Croats when their attempts to dislodge 
the Serbs from the roofs of houses, where 
they had taken refuge, failed. These fires 
spread in various directions and there are 


fears the town will be destroyed. 


The street fighting lasted for several hours. 
The authorities were unable to cope with 
the riots, and martial law was proclaimed. 
Many of those engaged in the fight had 
Yought in the recent Balkan wars, and the 
gtruggles were savage. The Austrians helped 
the Croats in the fighting, and the Serbs 
finally were driven into their own quarters 
from other parts of the city. There the fight- 


ing was_continued. 
* 


Mob Servians in Vienna. 

In Vienna 300 German nationalist students 
joined in an anti-Servian demonstration to- 
day. They burned. the Servian flag which 
was flying at half mast on the Servian lega- 
tion. The gendarmerie had much difficulty in 
dispersing the students. Similar demonstra- 
tions occurred outside the war office and in 
ether parts of Vienna. 

Denunciation by nationalist Croatians of a 
Catholic and Servian coalition led to a scene 
of violent tumult in the Croatian diet at 
Agram today, and the disturbance became 80 
great that the speaker suspended the ses- 
gion. The Servian deputies were taunted 
with being murderers and were asked if they 
had brought their bombs with them. 

Only Kaiser Will Attend. 

Owing to the difficulty of fincing accom- 
modations and a desire to spare Emperor 
Frandis Joseph the fatigue of entertaining 


‘foreign sovereigns, the German emperor will 


be the only foreign monarch to attend the 
funeral of the late archduke and his wife, 
whose bodies now are on the way to Vienna 
from Sarayevo. 

The exception was made in Emperor WII 
names favor because of his close personal 
friendship for the dead archduke, 

The news of the death of their parents was 
broken to their children on Sunday evening. 
The orphans broke down and their aunt, 
Countess Chotek, fainted. 

The Tagblatt today says the late arch- 
duke’s life was insuged with Dutch com- 
panies for $12,000,000 and that of his wife for 
$6,000,000. 
their late father’s estates in Bohemia and at 
Salzburg anc Artstetten. The rest of the 
estates, including the famous villa Tivoli at 
Fictence, are to go to. the new heir to the 
throne. 


Bodies on Way to Capital. 

METKOKITCH, Herzegovina, June 30. 
The bodies of Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
and the Duchess of Höhenberg arrived here 
on a special train from Sarayevo, Bosnia. 
The town was draped in black, while all 
the lampposts were covered with crepe. 

The coffins were removed from the cars by 
bluejackets, and after a prayer by a priest 
were conveyed to the royal yacht Dalmat 
lying in the river. As the yacht left the 
guard of honor fired a general salute. Every 
village and hamlet along the River Narenta 
was draped in mourning and their popula- 
tions headed by the municipal officials and 
clergy assembled along the banks, the men 
and women bearing lighted candles and 
kneeling while the yacht passed. 

When the Dalmat reached the mouth of 
the river it proceeded directly to the bat- 
tleship Viribus Unitis and the coffins were 
then transferred to the afterdeck of the 
pattleship which will carry them to rest.

When domestic embar- 
rassments become acute, the government 
ean distract attention by dispatching a per- 
emptory note to Washington, and even the 
fury of the opposition is less destructive 
when it is raised by the California question 
than when it is given fuel by naval scandals 
and excessive taxation.

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Low BLOOD PRESSURE. 
» HE blood pressure of a baby under 
1 year of age is 70. It rises a few 
points each year and reaches 100 
at about 10 years of age. The 
passing of the years is recorded on 
the blood vessel walls. There are some 
people who have low pressure as a con- 
stant and almost normal condition. Such 
are in a state of hypo-tension. 
Neurasthenics have a low tension along 
with their other manifestations of low 
| tone. The blood pressure may go as low 
as 45, but in such cases death is at hand. 
On the other hand, a drop in pressure of 
50, say from 150 to 100, is usually recov- 
ered from. 


In tuberculosis the blood pressure is 
‘low. Those with great experience say 
that a low blood pressure je an early 
symptom of tuberculosis and that often 
the pressure rises, anJ not until it rises 
is the disease arrested. Further, they 
say that tuberculosis is prone to develop 
in people with low pressure and that it 
rarely develops in those with, high pres- 
sure. 

In typhoid fever the blood pressure is 
low. It falls a little each week. This 
tendency is especially noted in those who 
are going into the typhoid state—the 
stage of low muttering delirium, and 
feeble vitality so well known io the peo- 
ple of twenty years ago. If uring the 
course of the disease the pressure drops 
suddenly, look out for internal hemor- 
rhage. 

During a W internal or ex- 
ternal, in which a pint or.more of blood 
is lost, the blood pressure drops sharply 
thirty to forty points. At once the fluids 
begin to drain into the blood and the 
pressure is restored: within a few hour 

In apoplexy the amount of blood esc: p- 
ing into the brain is never large, and in 
consequence the blood pressure docs not 
drop. 

We have had inquiries as to how the 
asthma of heart disease and Bright’s can 
be distinguished from hay fever. Among 
other differences is the difference in blood 
pressure. In heart and kidney asthma 
the blood pressure is, high. In hay fever 
the blood pressure is about ‘right for the 
age of the sufferer. In profound anwmias 
the blood pressure is low. A moderate 
dose of toxins will cause a lowering of 
tension. 

Any condition which dilates the blood 
vessels in the abdomen and thus depletes 
those in the arms and legs will lower 
blood pressure. Faught says: 

“In general it may be said that low- 
ered blood pressure is of little significance 
except after hemorrhage or during sur- 
gical shock.”

HE barony of Dorchester and the an- 
cient family of Carleton to which it 
belongs have so many associations of 
Various kinds on this.side of the At- 
lantic that it may be as well to call 
attention to the fact that the Lady Dorches- 
ter who has just died was Charlotte, widow 
of the fourth baron, and must not be con- 
founded with Henrietta, Baroness Dorches- 
ter, who is a peeress in her own right. 
Lady Charlotte was the only daughter and 
the biographer of Lord Broughton, the great- 
est friend and principal confidant of the 
poet, Lord Byron, as well as his adviser in 
most of his domestic troubles.

Lord Broughton had a peppery temper, of 
which he gave an illustration one day when 
being entertained by William Makepeace 
Thackeray, the novelist, who put a special 
bottle of old and fine Madeira on the table. 

There was one glass left and Mr. Thack- 
eray, patting Lord Broughton on the back, 
exclaimed: 

There, my dear old boy, you drink that!” 

“IT am not your dear boy, I am not. old, 
and damn you wine!“ was the angry reply. 

Lord Broughton was not aristocratic look- 
ing, and happened to bear a great resem- 
blance to one of the doorkeepers at the 
opera. This led a nouveau riche one 
evening at Covent Garden, after the per- 
formance, to ask him to call his carriage 
Lord Broughton without a word did so and 
then exclaimed: 

“I have called your carriage. Perhaps 
you will now call mine. Iam Lord Brough- 
ton,“

The barony of Dorchester, held by Lady 
Charlotte’s husband, was first created in 
1786 in favor of his ancestor, Gen. Sir Guy 
Carleton, as a reward for his services dur- 
ing the first American war. Indeed, it is 
thanks to him that England remains today 
in possession of Canada, instead of that vast 
dominion forming part and parcel of the 
United States. 

He was commander-in-chief of the British 
forces during the closing years of the Ameri- 
can war of independence and in 1786 was ap- 
pointed once more governor general of Can- 
ada, where he distinguished himself, among 
other things, by vetoing an enactment of 
the legislature creating a hereditary aris- 
tocracy for Canada.

The Carleton family is one of the oldest 
in England. In 1666, Carleton of Carleton 
hall, near Penrith in Cumberland, was able 
to certify to the satisfaction of the crown 
his lineal descent in the direct male line, 
eighteen generations in all, from Baldwin de 
Carleton, who was settled at Carleton at 
the time of the conquest. ‘4 

It is a family which has mang American 
associations. Others of its members besides 
the first Lord Dorchester were British gov- 
ernors in America in colonial times, while 
several others founded families in Mary- 
land, Virginia, and in several of the other 
southern states. 

When the late Lord Dorchester died in 
1897, it seemed as if the titlerwegre destined 
to become extinct, as he had left no chil- 
dren. So a couple of years.after his death 
Dorcheter created a new barony of 
Dorchester and bestowed it upon Henrietta, 
the elder of the two daughters of the third 
Lord Dorchester.

MISLEADING BANK STATEMENTS, 
Peoria, III., June 29.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—I have read several letters in your pa- 
per regarding the banks, banking laws and 
methods of protecting bank depositors. Hav- 
ing been employed in the banking business 
practically all my life, I feel very much in- 
terested in anything pertaining to them, 

The prospective depositor anywhere, of 
course, wants his money in a bank where he 
knows it will be safe and available. If his 
account is going to be a commercial account, 
he selects the nearest desirable bank, regard- 
less of whether it is national, state or pri- 
vate. 

On opening his account he asks if it will 
be safe. The teller informs him that the 
city, county, state or nation puts money in 
that bank and shows him a statement of the 
condition of the bank which impresses the 
new depositor that the bank is solid. There 
lo nothing in all the information he receives 
that indicates that his little deposit is under 
a different rule from any of the rest. If he 
finds the door closed some day he is not long 
in finding out that the city, the state, the 
county, and the nation had their money there 
because they were doubly secured and 
wouldn't lose anything. while he has to take 
the short end of.the pile. 

In my experience, I have found this to be 
one of the strongest advertisements a bank 
can use. 

It seems to me there should be some method 
of showing that the governments have their 
money on deposit, not because the bank is so 
solid, but that the bank has purchased bonds 
or made arrangements with a surety com-

Liquor Men Retreat When Ultimatum

Three hundred new precincts approximate- 
ly are to be added to the present city total of 
voting precincts by the rea t 
in progress at oe office of the board of elec- 
tion oo 

The addition * tated by the Su- 
preme court decision which recognized the 
constitutionality of the wi suffrage act, 
and the redistricting is being based on the 
size of the vote cast at the aldermanic elec- 
ions in which the women yotsts participated 
for the first time. 

Eleven wards have bees completed. in the 
redrawing of precinct boundaries by the 
election board officials. The Twenty-fifth 
ward goes from sixty to ninety precincts. 

Eight wards of the thirty-five will remain 
unchanged as to the number of precincts, 
although there may be mihor changes of pre- 
cinct lines. The eight are the First, Second, 
Fourteenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Twen- 
ty-first, Twenty-fourth, and Thirtieth. 

The Seventh increases from 52. to 80; the 
Fifth from 30 to 43; the Eleventh from 24 to 
20; the Twenty-ninth ftom 34 to 46; the 
Thirty-first from 45 to 57); the Thirty-fourth 
from # to 56; the Twenty}third from 8 to 55; 
the Fourth from 27 to 80; the Sixteenth from 
the Twenty-eighth from 38 to 48; 
thé Twenty-second from 28 to 28. The Twen- 
ty-fifth is now being 5 jumping 
from 60 to 90.
